WASHINGTON! Attention commuters: Metro 
wants to give you a new reason to look out 
the window. 

Continuing its quest to bring in more rev- 
enue, the financially strapped transit agency 
is considering running commercials in sub- 
way tunnels. By late summer, transit officials 
said, commuters could start watching 15- to 
30 -second silent advertising movies created 
like a child’s flip book as a train zooms past 
posters in tunnels. 

Other options under consideration: video 


monitors in trains and buses to play infor- 
mational programs and commercials, wrap- 
around advertising on buses and rail cars, 
and more ads in bus and rail stations, agency 
spokeswoman Leona Agouridis said. 

It’s all part of an effort to ease a bud- 
get shortfall of at least $28 million in fiscal 
2005. Metro expects to earn $23.2 million 
this year from its advertising, but officials say 
new efforts could generate a quick $1.7 million 
in 2005, with a potential eventual windfall of 
up to $15 million, candace smith (ap) 


Verdict in 
Hands of 
Va. Jury 

Defense says no evidence 
ties Muhammad to shootings 

VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. I The jury in John Allen 
Muhammad’s murder trial got the case 
Thursday after the prosecutor said during 
closing arguments that Muhammad and Lee 
Boyd Malvo formed “a sniper- spotter killing 
team” with Muhammad as the “captain.” 

The jury was expected to begin deliber- 
ating Friday morning. 

Prosecutor Richard Conway forcefully 
countered the defense’s 
central argument — that 
Muhammad cannot get the 
death penalty because the 
evidence points to Malvo 
as the triggerman in the 
sniper attacks. Conway 
portrayed Muhammad 
as playing a lead role. 

Pointing at Muhammad, he said: “Who 
do you think was the captain of this killing 
team? He’s sitting right in front of you.” 

Defense attorney Peter Greenspun 
acknowledged the difficulty of setting aside 
the emotional testimony. But, he said, a close 
look at the evidence would show that pros- 
ecutors had not proved their case. 

“They’ve done a great job proving that Mr. 
Malvo” is connected to many of the shootings 
by forensic evidence, Greenspun said. “There 
is a canyon of a lack of evidence about Mr. 
Muhammad.” matthew barakat (ap)

Panel Removes 
Ala. Chief Justice 


Judge ousted for 
refusing to move Ten 
Commandments statue 

MONTGOMERY, ALA. | Alabama Chief 
Justice Roy Moore, who became a 
hero to religious conservatives for 
refusing to remove his granite Ten 
Commandments monument from 
the state courthouse, was thrown 
off the bench Thursday by a judi- 
cial ethics panel for having “placed 
himself above the law.” 

“I have absolutely no regrets. I 
have done what I was sworn to do,” 
Moore declared afterward, drawing 
applause from dozens of supporters 
at the courthouse. “It’s about wheth- 
er or not you can acknowledge God 
as a source of our law and our lib- 
erty. That’s all I’ve done.” 


The nine members of the Court 
of the Judiciary handed out the 
harshest penalty possible, saying 
Moore left them with no choice 
by repeatedly insisting he would 
never obey a federal judge’s order 
to move the 2 34- 
ton block of gran- 
ite from the court- 
house rotunda. 

Moore spent 
eight months 
Moore designing the mon- 
ument and helped 
move it into the building in the 
middle of the night in 2001. 

A federal judge ordered the 
monument removed, and it was 
finally wheeled away Aug. 27 to 
a storage room on instructions 
from Moore’s eight fellow justices.

President’s call comes 
amid 30 -hour session 
on judicial appointments 

WASHINGTON | President Bush 
accused the Senate of “shameful” 
inaction on his judicial nominees, 
lending his voice Thursday to a 30 - 
hour Senate debate over Republican 
efforts to pry conservative nominees 
loose from Democratic filibusters. 

After an all-night session, sen- 
ators were bleary- eyed but firmly 


on message. Republicans insisted 
there was no precedent for refus- 
ing to allow votes on the president’s 
judicial choices. Democrats said 
the GOP-led Senate was champi- 
oning judges who do not represent 
American mainstream views. 

The first overnight session in a 
decade did little to close the divide 
over judges that has prevailed since 
the Clinton presidency. 


Bush was joined by three of his 
stalled nominees — judges Priscilla 
Owen of Texas and Carolyn Kuhl 
and Janice Rogers Brown, both from 
California — as he demanded that 
they get an up -or- down vote. 

“I have told these three ladies I 
will stand with them to the bitter 
end because they’re the absolute 
right pick for their respective posi- 
tions,” Bush said, jim abrams (ap)

Victims’ relatives say 
investigators need 
full access to evidence 

WASHINGTON | Relatives of people 
who perished in the Sept. 11 attacks 
say a federal commission accept- 
ed too many conditions in strik- 
ing a deal with the White House 
over access to secret intelligence 
documents. 

The Family Steering Committee, 
a group of victims’ relatives who are 
monitoring the work of the inde- 
pendent commission, criticized 
the agreement announced late 
Wednesday. Under the deal, only 
some of the 10 commissioners will 
be allowed to examine classified 
documents, and their notes will be 
subject to White House review. 


“All 10 commissioners should 
have full, unfettered and unre- 
stricted access to all evidence,” the 
group said in a statement Thursday. 
It urged the public release of “the 
full, official, and final written 
agreement.” 

Neither the commission nor the 
White House disclosed the terms 
of the agreement, although sources 
familiar with the commission’s work 
described some of its provisions. 

The commission’s chairman, for- 
mer New Jersey Gov. Thomas H. 
Kean, defended the agreement. 

“The most important fact to 
me is that there is not going to 
be any document not seen by a 
member of the commission, and 
those documents will be used to 
inform our report,” Kean said.

U.S. District Judge Thomas 
Hogan said Pollard waited too long 
to try to contest the 1987 sentence 
and did not make a convincing case 
that he got poor legal help from the 
high-powered stable of lawyers who 
have worked for him over the years. 

Pollard, 49, was an intelligence 
analyst for the Navy when he cop- 
ied and gave to his Israeli handlers 
enough classified documents to fill 
a walk-in closet. Pollard was caught 
in November 1985 and arrested after 
unsuccessfully seeking refuge at the 
Israeli Embassy, annegearan(ap)

ChevronTexaco Employees 
Kidnapped, Held Overnight 

Militants seized 12 employees 
of ChevronTexaco in southern 
Nigeria, holding them overnight 
before releasing them, a local sub- 
sidiary said Thursday. The workers 
were abducted at gunpoint Tuesday 
and were freed late Wednesday, 
ChevronTexaco said. The Niger 
Delta sees frequent violence as 
rival ethnic militias fight over the 
petroleum wealth. The violence has 
claimed more than 200 lives around 
Warri this year, (ap) 

BRITAIN 

Judge Blocks Extradition 
To Russia of Chechen Envoy 

A British judge on Thursday ruled 
that Chechen envoy Akhmed 
Zakayev will not be extradited to 
Russia. Zakayev’s lawyers fought 
his extradition, saying he would 
be persecuted for his political 
beliefs and would not receive a fair 
trial. He is wanted in Russia on 13 
charges, including kidnapping and 
taking part in the murder of more 
than 300 militia officers. Zakayev 
denies all the charges, (ap) 

INDONESIA 

Amnesty for Rebels Mulled 

Indonesia is considering granting 
amnesty to about 2,000 Acehnese 
rebels who have either been captured 
or have surrendered during a six- 
month offensive in the war-torn 
province, the justice minister said 
Thursday. The government offered 
a similar plan aimed at bolstering 
peace talks last year. The talks 
failed and the amnesty was never 
granted, (ap) 


Military says the new 
offensive takes fight 
directly to insurgents 

BAGHDADI U.S. troops mount- 
ed air and ground attacks in the 
Iraqi capital for a second straight 
night, targeting suspected insur- 
gent positions around Baghdad, 
the U.S. command said. 

U.S. troops bombarded a dye fac- 
tory on Baghdad’s outskirts which 
had been targeted the night before 
by an AC -130 gunship. The factory 
was believed to have been used by 
insurgents to store weapons. 


U.S. soldiers with loudspeakers 
drove through the neighborhood 
around the plant warning occu- 
pants to leave before the impend- 
ing strike. In the evening, at least 
nine large caliber shells were fired 
into the empty plant, heavily dam- 
aging the structure. 

The heightened U.S. activity was 
part of “Operation Iron Hammer,”

MADRID, SPAIN I Spain’s govern- 
ment filed suit Thursday to block 
a Basque nationalist plan designed 
to turn the region into an autono- 
mous state. 

The Basque government ap- 
proved the plan last month. It calls 
for giving the wealthy Basque region 
— already the one with most auto- 
nomy in Spain — even more power. 


Government lawyers went to the 
country’s highest court arguing that 
the plan repeatedly violates Spain’s 
constitution. 

Armed separatists launched a 
violent campaign for an indepen- 
dent Basque homeland in 1968.

Serbia Calls 
For Early 
Elections 

Disarray reigns 3 years 
after ouster of Milosevic 

BELGRADE I Serbia dissolved its par- 
liament and announced early elec- 
tions Thursday, signaling the gov- 
ernment’s collapse three years after 
the ouster of Slobodan Milosevic. 

The pro -democracy coalition 
that came to power in 2000 has 
nearly unraveled, forcing Prime 
Minister Zoran Zivkovic to agree 
to set a new parliamentary vote for 
Dec. 28, a year ahead of schedule. 

“We can no longer continue work 
on important reforms,” Zivkovic 
said, conceding that his govern- 
ment had become paralyzed by 
political fighting. 

This Sunday, Serbia is hold- 
ing presidential elections. It will 
be the third attempt in just over 
a year to fill the post vacant since 
a Milosevic ally stepped down 
and joined his former boss in The 
Hague, Netherlands, to answer war 
crimes charges. Both previous votes 
failed because of low turnout, (ap) 


Under Pressure, 
Greece Backs Off 
Brothel Legislation 

ATHENS, GREECE | The Greek gov- 
ernment withdrew legislation 
that would have made it easier for 
brothels to operate in Athens dur- 
ing the 2004 Olympics, which run 
from Aug. 13-29. 

The Greek Orthodox church 
and other groups were opposed to 
the legislation, which would have 
allowed bordellos to operate closer 
to public buildings such as schools, 
churches and daycare centers. 

The government sought the bill’s 
quick approval to placate prostitutes 
who have staged dozens of protests 
in recent months demanding that 
authorities back off enforcement of 
a 1999 law setting strict rules on the 
location of bordellos. 

Prostitution is legal and high- 
ly regulated in Greece but only in 
state -licensed brothels. (AP) 
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Syria Bristles Over 
U.S. Sanctions Bill 


Alleging ties to terror, 
measure would ban 
trade, investment 

DAMASCUS, SYRIA I Syria warned 
Thursday it would take recipro- 
cal measures against the United 
States if President George W. 
Bush imposes diplomatic sanc- 
tions on Syria under the proposed 
Syria Accountability Act. 

A senior Syrian official, speaking 
on condition of anonymity, said his 
government would hold off for now 
on taking action against the United 
States until the bill receives Bush’s 
signature and becomes law. 

On Tuesday, the U.S. Senate 
passed the bill, which accuses Syria 
of sheltering terrorists and failing 
to muzzle forces hostile to the U.S.-

The bill will go back to the House 
for another vote before being sent to 
the White House for signing. 

The bill would ban U.S. firms 
from trading with or investing in 
Syria unless it ceases its alleged sup- 
port for terrorist groups and pursuit 
of weapons of mass destruction. The 
bill also states Syria must withdraw 
its army from neighboring Lebanon 
and stop terrorists from entering 
Iraq. Syrian leaders have denied

FRANKFURT I Germany’s top court 
said Thursday it approved the extra- 
dition of two Yemenis to the United 
States, where they are wanted on 
charges of supporting al Qaeda. 

The Federal Constitutional 
Court said Sheikh Ali Hassan 
al-Moayad and his alleged assis- 
tant, Mohammed Mohsen Yahya 
Zayed, could expect a fair trial in the 
United States, rejecting the com- 
plaints they filed against lower- 
court decisions backing extradi- 
tion. The final decision lies with 
the German government. 

U.S. and German authorities 
say they learned in December 
2001 that al-Moayad was involved 
in supplying money and militants 
for Osama bin Laden’s al Qaeda 
network. The two were arrested 
Jan. 10 in a sting operation at a 
Frankfurt hotel, (ap)

U.S. Trade Deficit Increases by 4.4% 


WASHINGTON I The U.S. trade def- 
icit widened to $41.3 billion in 
September, up 4.4 percent from 
August, the Commerce Department 


reported Thursday. 

Imports of goods and services 
came to an all-time monthly high 
of $127.4 billion. Exports totaled 


$86.2 billion, the highest level since 
May 2001. America’s politically sen- 
sitive trade deficit with China hit a 
record $12.7 billion in September 
as imports totaled $14.8 billion, an 
all-time monthly high, (ap) 


BOSTON I The Securities and 
Exchange Commission announced 
a partial settlement Thursday with 
Putnam Investments, under which 
the company will make significant 
reforms and establish a process 
for repaying investors harmed 
by excessive market timing. But 
Massachusetts’ top security regu- 
lator said his civil complaint against 
Putnam would continue. 

Boston-based Putnam, the 
No. 5 mutual fund company, nei- 
ther admitted nor denied the SEC’s 
findings that the company violated 
federal securities law. 

Market timing is not illegal 
but most funds do not allow it. 


Regulators have said companies 
that allowed selective market 
timing, despite policies against it, 
committed fraud. 

The SEC said the amount of any 
civil penalty or monetary relief will 
be determined later. 

Massachusetts Secretary of State 
William Galvin said the deal was 
“evidence of the ineffectiveness” of 
the SEC. He said the SEC should 
not have signed a deal until Putnam 
admitted to wrongdoing, provided a 
full accounting of alleged misdeeds 
and was required to pay a fine.

Cooley said Muhammad was 
seeking revenge against his ex- 
wife, Mildred, who had custody of 
their three children. Cooley suggest-

out the Utopian plan. 

CooleysaidthatonceMuhammad 
regained custody of his children, 
he would take them and Malvo to 
Canada and form a Utopia. There, 
Muhammad and Malvo were to 
teach 140 children from across the 
world who were not already “taint- 
ed” by society, Cooley said. 

Before they could do that, 
though, they needed to take 
action to “make America wake up,”

Heavy Winds Cause

Stuffed Animals 


Smithsonian unveils 
a stunning display of 
mammalian taxidermy 

E X H l B l T S I A towering moose stands 
nose to nose with a furry little pika. 
A porcupine huddles nearby in a 
child-level display. Around a cor- 
ner, a vampire bat sets tooth to a 
sleeping scientist’s foot. 

A spectacular display of the taxi- 
dermist’s art goes on view to the pub- 
lic Saturday when the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum ofNatural History 
opens its new mammal hall. 

“This hall is about us,” said 
Robert Sullivan, associate director 
of the museum. “Everyone who visits 
this hall is a mammal ... a success- 
fully adapted mammal.” 

The new exhibition contains 11 
fossils and 274 preserved animals 
in dynamic displays, as they would 
have been seen in life. 

A pair of lions attacks a water 
buffalo. A giraffe, front legs splayed, 


stretches for a drink of water while 
a second reaches an impressive 
tongue upward to pull in some 
leaves for a meal. 

Recalling a real incident, a vam- 
pire bat rests on a model of the sci- 
entist’s foot where a live bat once 
feasted — a display Sullivan expects 
youngsters to love “because it will 
gross out their parents.” 

In the arctic section, startled 
viewers suddenly see a polar bear 
looking down from above, while in 
the African savanna a hippo yawns, 
displaying a mouthful that would 
traumatize an orthodontist. 

“We’re setting a new standard 
in taxidermy here,” said Sullivan, 
explaining that museum scien- 
tists told their taxidermists, “We 
don’t want to show animals in 
the dullest moment of their lives 
... as most museums do.” 

The massive moose seems 
almost to smile as he ponders 
a shelf holding the little pika, 
a mountain creature some- 


times called a rock rabbit. Below, 
a little mole rests atop a granite 
block that Sullivan says raises it 
up to show its importance. 

“Attention to elegant 
detail is the way 
you show respect 



for nature,” said Sullivan. 

Visitors entering the exhibi- 
tion first meet a wall of photos of 
various mammals — animals that 
share such characteristics as spe- 
cialized ear bones and that secrete 
milk to feed the young. Included 
are cats and dogs, manatees, apes 
and monkeys. 

Visitors can walk over clear 
glass atop casts of footprints of 
an ancient hominid in Africa, 
enjoy the sights and sounds 
of an African thunderstorm 
displayed on screens in the 
walls, and touch bear paws 
and feel blubber.

Crowe at Sea 

Inconsistent performances and muddled battle scenes sink ‘Master’ 


FILM I An action -adventure movie 
that’s almost as clunky as its name, 
“Master and Commander: The Far 
Side of the World” stars a jaunty 
Russell Crowe. His Capt. “Lucky 
Jack” Aubrey strides the deck of 
his warship with a wink and a 
quick wit for all — until it’s time 
for some bloodletting. Then he’s 


all “Die Hard.” 

The story, based on one of the 
late author Patrick O’Brian’s seafar- 
ing novels, starts with the British 
captain sailing home when his ship 
— the Surprise — is attacked by a 
vessel flying Napoleon’s flag. 

The crippled boat escapes in the 
fog, and Crowe struts about slapping 


walls and declaring his ship “a fine 
sea bird” before telling some hoary 
jokes to cheer his crew. 

Most of them would like to 
return to a safe harbor for repairs, 
but the captain wants to chase their 
aggressors. 

The character recalls George C. 
Scott in “Patton,” another military 


leader who seemed to love war more 
than life. But Patton was allowed 
to be unlikable; his existence was 
something necessary to conquer a 
greater evil. 

But we never get a sense of 
the greater evil in “Master and 
Commander.” What’s worse, the 
audience is constantly reminded 
what a brilliant and lovable chap 
Aubrey is. “That’s sailing, Mr. 
Pulling. That’s sailing!” one offi- 
cer remarks to another, awed. 

Director Peter Weir stumbles in 
creating action sequences, which 
are muddled and confusing. Is that 
Aubrey’s cabin that just got ripped 
by an explosion, or the French cap- 
tain’s quarters? And who was that 
guy who plunged overboard in a 
storm? And Crowe’s performance 
is inconsistent. Sometimes Aubrey’s 
a reluctant warrior, sometimes he 
delights in the savagery of battle. 

The best scenes come between 
Aubrey and the one character who 
seems to truly understand him: the 
ship’s surgeon (Paul Bettany). 

If “Master and Commander” is 
supposed to be only a fun adven- 
ture movie, the flaws in the captain 
could be overlooked. 

But this is supposed to be an 
exploration of the costs of war 
(which the early amputation of a 
child sailor’s arm would suggest 
— or is that supposed to be enter- 
taining?), and the audience deserves 
more than a superficial probing of 
this warrior’s psyche, anthony

FILM I Admirable and despicable, 
charismatic and chaotic, Tupac 
Shakur epitomizes hip-hop cul- 
ture. His life and death remain its 
defining tale. 

Tupac’s status was cemented 
by his 1996 death. Even though he 
rapped and filmed videos about the 
hereafter shortly before he got there, 
he stubbornly refused to avoid it, 
choosing to revel in and with the 


worst of hip-hop. 

If Tupac could talk to us now, 
he’d surely explain, with the con- 
viction that sold 35 million records, 
exactly how and why he ended up 
shot to death in Las Vegas in Suge 
Knight’s BMW. 

Without that perspective, 
though, the picture is incomplete 
— like “Tupac: Resurrection.”

terpiece. Using snippets of Tupac’s 
many interviews, the film is nar- 
rated in his own passionate words.

During one interview with 
MTV’s Tabitha Soren, Tupac looks 
so angelic you forget that he was 
consigliere to the brutal Knight. 

“Suge ain’t no gangsta,” Tupac 
tells Soren near the end. “He 
chillin’.” Yeah, like a villain. Just 
another twisted glimpse into 
hip-hop’s divided soul.

FILM I “Looney Tunes: Back in 
Action” has a tough goal — build- 
ing a full-length movie out of 
wisecracks and pratfalls normal- 
ly confined to cartoon shorts.

BOOKS I Daniel Pecan Cambridge 
knows he has, in the simplest of 
terms, issues. 

He crosses streets only where 
there are opposing driveways. 
The light bulbs in his apartment 
always total 1,125 watts. He con- 
structs mathematical games to 
ease his anxieties. How else can 
you relax when your favorite feel- 
ing is symmetry? 

In Steve Martin’s new novella, 
“The Pleasure of My Company” 
(Hyperion), Cambridge lives by 
thinking instead of by being, leav- 
ing his home only for the occasional 
trip to the drugstore. 

In this, his second novel, Martin 
uses the same technique he used in 
“Shopgirl” — vignettes alternately 
amusing and poignant to portray a 
character who is superficial. Despite 
his diverse talents, Martin writes 
novels that read like movies. 

The writer takes readers inside 
Cambridge’s frightfully active mind, 
a mind that Cambridge says was 
rejected by the high-IQ Mensa 
group because of a clerical error.

and go with no obvious purpose;
